6. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention individually or in 
combination wherein the limitation of "generating a third estimate. . .based on the first and 
second estimates" as set forth in claim 1, and similarly in claims 25 and 42. 

7. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 10-18, 25, 26, 29-35, 42, 44, 48, and 49 are definite, and enabled by the 
specification. 

8. The closest prior art, Chmaytelli et al. (US 20020194325 Al), describes a method and 
apparatus for individually estimating time required to download application programs to remote 
modules over wireless network. However, Chmaytelli et al. does not teach or suggest the 
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limitations of "generating a third estimate... based on the first and second estimates" as cited 
above as being free of any prior art when read in the claims as a whole.
